Under the state act authorizing 
indentures for both the Pascagoula 
and Bay St. Louis structures, it is 
mandatory that the brides be freed 
‘whenever sufficient funds are 
available to retire outstanding in- 
debtedness.

When the 
bridge was first opened, a straight 
25 cents charge was made for all 
passenger vehicles. The 12% cent 
per trip rate for commuters was 
begun in 1955. 

Usage of the Bay bridge stepped 
up considerably in 1964, due 
largely to the activities of the Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration in the area. A total of 
425,777 more vehicles passed 
through the ‘toll gates last year 
than the year before.
